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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 4, 12 recite the limitation "second and third transistors". There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claims. Note, "first transistor" 
recited in claims 2/3 not in independent claim 1. Should claim 4 depended on claim 2/3 
instead? Likewise, "first transistor" recited in claims 10/11 not in independent claim 9. 
Should claim 12 depended on claim 10/11 instead? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on safe in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Smedley 
(5,559,467). 

Smedley (Fig. 5) discloses an amplifier circuit comprising: DC power supply (48); 
a mixing/switching circuit (S1, S2) configured to add a modulating signal from modulator 
(64) to said DC voltage and to selectively allow said modulated DC voltage to supply 
said load ((46), wherein said mixing/switching circuit (S1, S2) includes a common 
control signal input via modulator (64) for controlling said adding function and said 
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selectively allowing function, and wherein the reference circuit operates in modulation 
mode. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 4, 5, 12, 13 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 7-14 are allowed. 

Claims 2-5 call for, among others, a switching circuit includes a first transistor 
and a capacitor for adding the modulating signal to the DC voltage. 

Claims 7-14 call for, among others, a power supply feedback line, a power supply 
control line, an amplifier feedback line, and a control line having the function thereof.

(6,369,651); Kanaya et al. (5,450,037); Williamson et al. (5,396,194)) show further 
analogous prior art circuitry.
